A policy of excluding Ne-lhave been admitted wH 
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A policy of excluding Ne- 
groes from Sugar Loaf Moun- 
tain on weekends and holi- 
days has been rescinded by 
directors of Stronghold, Inc., 
the nonprofit corporation that 
owns the peak 30 miles north- 
west of Washington. 

In a statement dated yes- 
terday, Donald A. McCor- 
mack, executive secretary of 
the corporation, said a new 
policy went into effect July 

McCormack declared: “On 
July 10, 1965, upon my recom- 
mendation, the Board of 
Trustees of Stronghold, Inc. 
directed that steps be taken 
so that admission to Sugar 
Loaf Mountain not be re- 
stricted by reason of race, 
color, sex, religion or national' 
origin. 

“Commencing on Sunday, 
July 11 , 1965, and continuing 
to date, this directive has been 
in effect, and it has been ob- 
'served on the past four 
Sundays as well as during the 
rest of each week, that visitors 


have been admitted without 
any discrimination by reason 
of race, color, sex, religion or 
national origin/' 

. McCormack told a reporter 
July 26 that Stronghold, Inc., 
to which the mountain was 
willed when its owner, Gordon 
[Strong, died in 1954, had con- 
tinued Strong’s policy of ex- 
cluding Negroes as a means 
. hunting the number of 
visitors on days when the 
mountain is most crowded 
He said then that “we have 
continued the policy in the be- 
lief that if we didn’t we soon 
would find nothing but colored 
| there.” 

*u“ cC ° rmack sai< * yesterday 
that Stronghold’s eight-mem- 
ber board of trustees had not 
authorized him to disclose the 
policy change when he talked 
to the reporter July 26 15 
[days after the policy chaise. 

AT Montgomery County 
NAACP complained to the 
corporation after several Ne- 
groes were turned away on the 
I Fourth of July.
